To TUE Editou:— .-Vs a constant reader 
of your valuable paper, I have noticed 
with p'casure the progress the province 
has been mak'ig during the past few 
years, but am sorry to say the progress 
made by the district in which I reside 
has not been in keeping with the rest of 
tho c )untry. 

lioiiig in close proximity to Victoria, a 
person would naturally e.\peet the pro- 
gress here to be greater than in other 
districts further removed from the lead- 
ing city of the province. 

The population of -this district has not 
increased much during the last ten years, 
neither has the acrcatie under cultivation 
been very materially enlarged; while 
nearly every other section of the country 
animally receives large additions to its 
po[)ulatioii, the ne'w arrivals in lliis 
scarcely eiiua! tho decrease caused by 
death and removal. Where such a state 
of aU'aira exists there must be some cause; 
it is not for the want of room, arable 
land, or a good market. j\Iy object in 
writing is to point mit the chief cause 
which, in my opinion, thus retards the 
prosperity of the district. 

In glancing over tho assessment roll, 1 
was .surprised to see the large amount of 
land held by individuals and companies, 
not making use of it, which I am (|ui(e 
sure accouiita for our want of prosperity.

It is a niajcstie thiiii; t(i slanil helnw 
and look upon this womici-l'iil .shall, 
whiuh has, (iveii al llu; toii. tlie e.xtoiit 
of 11 foiisi(h iTiblu house, and at tho biiso 
is, 1 think, sixty IVct .siiuare. It has 
cost ahoiit ^UOO.OOO, but moro 
than a fifth of this was spent 
ll.\ing tho ohl foundations, so 
as to render it sure that tlio 
weiglit of the shaft cotild be siiiiported. 
(_)iie almost rcLM-ets 111 .see this iiuiiiu- 
nieiit linished wlii'ii he'lliinks of tlio 
iiuisical clatter made by the iiiiiiinR'ra- 
bill workmen with their wooden mallets 
and cold chisels cutting away at the 
stono. Tho "Anvil Chorus" was hardly 
more jileasiiif; to tlie ear. The luoiiii- 
in(!ntis not situated on very liii,'li e;;-ouiul. 
It is probably not moro than forty or 
fifty feel aljovo iho tido. But it is iu 
the very eye of Washington,, inclosed by 
all tho hills, and there are soino boauti'- 
tiful effects from this noble shaft, whieh 
is, I think, over 500 feet high. 

As you go into Wf.shiiigtoii from tht!' 
north you can see this shaft, now rising 
bohind the eai^)ilol, whieh is on a hill^ 
and tho niouuuieiil is about a milo 
further olV. Yet the sliaft clearly rLsos 
to tho oyo above tho dome of tho eapitol 
wheij.tUo passenger is some twcmilcsolf 
fiy>m tho dome. The shaft ii» seen to 
move nearer and nearer the dome, and 
finally stands ri.irlu behind tr., like a tall 
man looking down on a kite. Slowly tho 
shaft passes otf to the "luft, 
and seems to ha working through 
tho air. It is nil made of 
a very nice quality of American mar- 
ble from a little way out of Baltimore. 
This monument marks rather a new 
era in tho building of groat shafts. iNo 
other shaft now existing that I

This elevator runs befweeu trussed iron 
uprights, all opi^n, leaving a frightful 
cliasiii between the open eh^vator and 
the sides of the monument. .-Vs yon go 
up higher and higher, and begin to real- 
ize tlio st upei;dous deseont in ea.st;-oC an, 
accident, a feeling very like hor- 
ror occurs to even a courageoiw 
XOfin. Thr ehnator se(>ms to i<ro\v 
small and lean. The support.s at the 
corners looks like sti-aws. It goes up 
rnt.lier slowly, earryiiiLC fbe proiligioiis 
stoiii^, generally about sixl, eii feel long 
by eight feet thick and wide, and when 
the top is reached there are four cranes 
of i;oii which seem to have tho sagacity 
of tho human hand. Tliey reach for 
that stono as a blind man finds liis 
bread on the tabh'. When they take 
h(dd of it, ill a perfectly noiseless way, 
it is lifleil up into the air and lirought 
down, and then the eraiio .seems to fool 
for tho spot in the wet hydraulic cen)<jnt' 
where the stone is liiiaily disposed al- 
most without the iiitervenl'ion, of human 
beings. In this way the monument has 
literally walked into" the air.

The rich alluvial Hats of .Meeklenbiirg 
and Ilantjv or lire celebrated tor their 
cattle, and all the forests of northern 
and central Germany produce a superior 
and famous breed of swino. Soutli 
(lermany still abounds in vaiious kinds 
of/game.
